FARM DRAINAGE DEMONSTRATIONS.

The Department of Physics at the 
Ontario Aguicultural College desires 
to announce the continuance of its 

revious offer of assistance to farmers 
in matters pertaining to drainage. 
For the past three years we have been 
authorized by the Minister of Agricul- 
ture to go ont and assist any farmers 
in taking the levels of his lands for 
drainage purposes, in planning the 
most advantageous systems of drains, 
and in calculating the grades and 
sizes of tile for the different drains. 
A finished map bearing all the inform- 
tion is sent to the owner. This seryes 
two purposes :—First, it is used as a 
guide in constructing the drains. 
Second, it may be preserved as a re- 
cord of the exact location of ever 
drain, so that if for any reason it 
seould be necessary in years to come 
to find any drain it could be done 
accurately at a mouient’s notice. 

The number of plications for 
assistance has increased very rapidly, 
so that last yearwe had many more 
than we could attend to. To enable 
us to meet this increased demand the 
Minister of Agriculture has this year 
given us a special appropriation where- 
by we have been enabled to double 
our stat tor this work.

Expeditions Planned to Reach Both 
bjactive Points. 

I At Saturday’ 
| Session of International Volar 
| Congress, Herbert L, Bridgman, re- 
presenting the United States, submit- 
ted the scheme for reaching the North 
| Pole prepared by the Peary Arctic 

| Club of New York. 
The plan involves the use of Peary’s 
| old ship, the Roosevelt, which will 
| leave in the fall. winter on the north 
shore of Grant Land, and thence make 
| a dash for the pole in 1909. The coast 
Y! of Grant Land will be followed west- 
» Cape Columbia, over a route 
which will shorten the distance 100 
miles and counteract the effects of the 
eastern currents. 

One of the features of the new 
scheme is the more rigid massing of 
sledge division in order to keep the

Winnipeg, June 1.—Wolff Cohen and

Killing Cheese Trade. 


The danger of injuring the Canadian 
cheese trade by the practise of ship- 
ping cheese jin a green condition is 
emphasized by Mr. J. A. Ruddick, 
Dairy and Cold Storage Commissioner 
who quotes letters received by a 
Minister of Agriculture from the 
Home and Foreign Produce Exchange 
of London, and the Bristol Provision 
Trade Association, In part the Lon- 
don, letter says : 

“Jt is unquestionable that there is 
an increasing tehdency for makers 
to get quit of their cheese as quickly 
as possible. In a great many instances 


goods are moved out much too soon, 
in some cases even within two or 


_ three days of manufacture. The 
_ result has been that the natural pro- 
cess of maturing has been arrested 
and such cheese arrives here insipid in 
flavor and in a condition which 
reflecte anything but credit upon the 
product.” ; 

‘The Bristol Association says : 

“This means the forcing into con- 
tumption of immature, or in other 
words, inferior cheese. resulting in 
widespread dissatisfaction. Needless 
to say, the tendency of this is to bring 
Canadian cheese into disfavor, and if 
persisted in, it is bound greatly to 
curtail consumption,”

Omaha, Neb., June 8.—The tornado | 
which passed over Southern Nebraska | 
and portions of Northern Kansas on | 
Friday evening was the most destruc- | 
tive and covered the most territory of | 
any similar storm which has visited 
that region in many years. At least 
twenty-one persons were killed, sev- 
eral were fatally injured and others 


| were hurt. In additidn, reports say 
| that several persons were killed at | 
Byron, Neb., and Phillipsburg and | 
Courtland, Kas., which towns have | 


been cut off from communication. 
The storm was general throughout 
Fillmore, Webster, Franklin and 
Thayer counties, Nebraka, and reach- 
ed over into Kansas, where reports 
are coming in slowly of great destruc- 


tion, 
The towns of Carleton, Fairfield, ,

At Carleton five residences and two 
churches were destroyed, while a new 
school building and thirty houses 
were partly wrecked.

Following the tornado, rain soaked 
the homeless sufferers, making their 
lot doubly harsh.

Historic Inn Deliberately Fired to 
Provide Cinematograph Pictures. 


Ye Olde Red Lion at Hampton-on- 
Thames, England, was recently burnt 
to furnish a fireman’s holiday. De- 
spite a history going back to Cardinal 
Wolsey and a_ guest-list including 
Pope, Dryden, Swift, Colley, Cibber, 
Peg Woffington, and Kitty Clive, the 
place had been doomed to make way 
for a modern hotel. 

Its internal fittings had been re- 
moved, and to Capt. Graham, the cap- 
tain of the local fire brigade, came 
the idea of making the shell serve a 
useful purpose—to give good practice 
to his men and to help the orphan 
fund of the National, Fire Brigade 
Union by affording to cinematograph- 
ers and photographers the opportun- 
ity of taking realistic pictures and 
contributing to the fund from their 
profits. 

The window frames, accordingly, 
were wreathed with cotton wool 
soaked in paraffin, and oil and in- 
flammable materials were scattered 
about the interior. 

When the cinematograph was in 
position the fire broke out in the 
lower part of the house and spread 
rapidly. 

The alarm was given, and the 
Hampton Fire Brigade and the bri- 
gade of the Metropolitan Water Board 
from the neighboring reservoirs rush- 
ed to the inn with three steamers and 
several fire escapes. The place by 
then was enveloped in flames, and 
floods of water were soon playing up- 
on it. 

A number of people were able to 
make their escape from the tap- 
room by the front entrance, but pres- 
ently several persons, including two 
women whose escape appeared to be 
cut off, were seen at the upper win- 
dows calling for help. They were 
brought safely through the flames and 
smoke to the ground by means of the 
escape. A man seen crawling along 
the roof, and another man at an up- 
per window, were also rescued in the 
same way, and the last to leave the 
burning building was a man who es- 
caped by jumping from the top of the 
porch over the main entrance. Two 
horses were also rescued from the 
stable. 

The firemen continued to pour water 
on the house for fifteen minutes, 
when the conflagration was extin- 
guished. The old house was consider- 
ably charred after the experiment, 
and swamped by the water from the 
engines.

KING EDWARD'S INFLUENCE. 


Sent Letter Which Prevented Norway 


Becoming a Republic. 

Two anecdotes of King Edward, 
which go to show that His Majesty 35 
a strict constitutionalisy in his own 
country, but is less stfiet when an- 
other country is concerned, are given 
by the Wiener Allgemeine Zeitung on 
high authority: 

The first is that some years ago, 
when Mr. Chamberlain was at the 
Colonial Office, the King asked him to 
send him some papers relating to a 
colonial question in which His Ma- 
jesty took a special interest. Mr. 
Chamberlain is said to have refused, 
declaring if His Majesty had no con- 
fidence in his Minister he might dis; 
miss him, but that as long as the 
Minister enjoyed the confidence of the 
King and Parliament it was inconsls- 
tent with the,constitution for anybody 
to interfere With details of adminis: 
tration, After a moment's reconsid- 
eration the King replied, “You are 
perfectly right.” 

The second story would show that 
it is owing to King Kdward’s influ- 
ence that Norway, after the separa- 
tion, did not become & republic. 
Bjoernstjerne Bjoernson, the grea 
writer and Radical politician, who

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CHAOS IN MACEDONIA. 


Situation the Worst Since the 


Massacres of 1903, 


Over Ten Thousand Murders In the | 
Province During Last Four Years 


—Men, Women and Children 
Slaughtered Like Vermin — Ger- | 
many Willing to Aid the Other 


Powers In Amolioration. 


London, June 16.—In an interview 


yesterday on the Macedonian 

5 L t H Situa- 
tion W. A. Moore, seoretary ct the 
Balkan Commission, said “Though 


the diplomatic situation was never so 
hopeful, the actual situation in Mace- 
donia was never so terrible, The Ing- 
lish blue book published last week 
is the worst that has appeared since 
the massacres of 1903. here have | 
been over 10,000 murders in the last 
four years. Christian or Mohamme- 
dan, every man’s hand is against 
every one else, _Men, women and 
children are slaughtered like vermin 
and their dead bodies treated with 
less respect. It is amazing that such 
a bloody chaos should be tolerated 
within the bounds of Europe for a 
day longer. 

“The statement that Germany now 
agrees with the whole civilized world 
and urgently calls for a remedy, is 
most welcome. But what remedy does 
Germany propose, and how. does she 
reconcile her insistence on the main- 


undoubted urgency? Germany, the 
baron says, agrees that something 
urgent must be done, but this some- 
thing to be successful must have the 
firm support of all the powers, but 
Germany does not intend to support 
it, therefore it will not have the sup-. 
port of all the powers. 

“The really hopeful point is that 
Baron Speck yon Sternburg does not 
finally commit his country to this 
transparently obstructionist attitude. 
Germany, he assures us, has an open 
mind for all reform proposals. That 
is a wise statement. Germany will do 
well not to identify her diplomatic 
position with opposition to the Eng- 
lish proposals for reform in Mace- 
donia. Sir dward Grey, with the 
whole of the British people behind 
him, is very deeply committed on the 
question. The Russian people will 
insist that the Russian Goverament 
shall not fall behind another in be- 
friending the southern Slavs. The 
liberal sympaghies of France and 
Italy are well known, as are those of 
the United States. The question is 
ripening rapidly.”

Much 
the same conditions prevail over a 
considerable portion of the clover 
seed producing area of the United 
States; so that unless the yield 
from the areas which were not seri 
ously affected by the adverse 
weather conditions last season 1s ex- 
ceptionally heavy, & shortage cf 
seed for next spring’s trade is more 
than probable. 

In view of the conditions cited, 
the advisubility of utilizing every 
availabie clean field, or part of field, 
for clover seed purposes is urged. 

In growing clover and grass seed 
for the market, it is important to 
bear in mind that the standard of 
purity demanded in the Canadian 
trade is higher than it was a few 
years ago. The demand for seed 
of first quality has substantially in- 
creased, The result of this demand 
for seed of good quality has been 
that the seed grower finds impure 
seed an almost unmarketable com- 
modity, while the production cf 
good clean seed has grown to be a 
yemunerative industry. Hence the 
necessity of taking every possible 
precaution against the presence of 
noxious weed seeds, 

The first step in the production ot 
good clover and grass seed is to 
procure the cleanest possible seed. 
If this is used on clean land and is 
followed by a thorough system ot 
weeding in the field, the product 
will be clean. ‘The tield weeding 
is of prime importance, although it 
is often overlooked. When we re-

This al- 
lows a stronger second growth for 
the seed crop, and also lessons the 
danger of damage from the clover 
seed midge. If the clover is pas. 
tured, the stock should be turned 
off early in the season and the field 
mowed, in order to cut down the 

' weeds and produce an even second 
growth, 

Alsike and red cloyer may be 
harvested with a reaper or a mow- 
er, with or without a table attach- 
ment. If no table attachment is 
used and the clover is well ripened 
it should be cut and raked when 
the dew is on, in order to preyeut 
shelling. 

The clover huller is the best 
machine for threshing alsike and 

red clover, but the ordinary grain 
separator will do the work fairly 
well if properly regulated. The 
grain separator will rot hull the 
seed as thoroughly, and in conse- 
quence there is more waste of good 
seed unless the straw be threshed a 
second time. But the fact that 
there is no clover huller ayailable 
should not deter farmers from say- 
ing at least sufficient seed for their 
own use,

Half of Three Rivers Destroyec 
by Awful Blaze. 


Started In Livery Stable — Spread 
With Terrible Rapidity Fanned by 


High Wind—All Principal Build- 


ings 
dents Are Now Homeless—Ancient

town of Three Rivers, a place of about 
12,000 inhabitants, was wiped out by 
fire yesterday morning. 

All of the telephone wires are down, 
and there is only the single telegraph 
wire running, and details are hard 
to obtain. 

The fire is said to have started in 
Duval’s livery stable and spread with 
great rapidity through the flimsy 
wooden buildings in the vicinity. 
The fire swept down Notre Dame 
street, destroying everything in its 
path, and at one o'clock it was stat- 
ed that thirty buildings had been 
burned. 

These included the postoffice, sev- 
eral banks, two hotels, and the three 
largest stores in the town. 


to have been destroyed. 

Several advance parties of the regi- 
ments, which go to camp there to- 
day, are in town, and the soldiers 
were put to work fighting the flames. 
The fire started just before noon, 
and help was soon called from out- 
side points. A strong wind was blow- 
ing. 

Three Rivers applied for assistance 
from Montreal, and shortly after two 
o’clock a special train was despatched 
with fire engine and reel. 

Telephoné messages shortly before 
two o'clock’ stated that over half the 
business section of the city had been 
wiped out, and that the fire was still 
raging fiercely. 

The whole population is distracted, 
and the fear of the fire reaching the 
residential districts had resulted in 
the people piling their furniture into 
carts and hurrying out into the fields. 
Quite a strong breeze is blowing, 
and unless it subsides there is little 
likelihood: of saving much of the town 
at all. 

All the principal buildings, includ- 
ing the town hall, banks and 
churches, have been destroyed. 

Early in the afternoon the flames, 
which had ‘been spreading along the 
waterfront, had leaped into the many 
lumber yards along the St. Lawrence 
river, and in a short time hundreds

A later wire states that one hundred 
buildings have been destroyed, includ- 
ing the postoffice, telegraph offices, 
Bell Telephone office, all the banks, 
all the drug stores, all the principal 
groceries, all the dry goods stores, 
the old parish church, several pri- 
vate residences and all the principal 
hotels. The loss will probably be 
about $1,500,000,

istrate Hare yesterday, charged with 
setting fire to the Queen’s Hotel, 
when three lives were lost. After 
{the crown evidence was heard the 


young man was committed for trial. 
None of the defence witne a were 
{ealled, but the cross-examination of 
the crown witnesses revealed an in- 
tention to try to prove that the fire 
had not. originated in the lower part 
of the house, as Mero claims, but in 
|the third storey, and therefore could 
not have been started by the pris- 
oner. The evidence given by the last 
crown witness made a commitment 
inevitable, however. 

W. Lb. Barkey, electrician, on behalf 
testilied that he had 
wired the hotel in accordance with 
the rules of the underwriters, and 
was confident that it was safe. He 
had read about fires being started by 
defective wires, but: had never had 
such an experience. 

John Mero, proprietor of the burned 
hotel, told of having been wakened 
by his wife, had looked down the 
front sthirway and saw the flames 
burst beneath the stairs. He escaped 
by the back stairs, and at the back 
door as he stepped out, he saw Buck- 
borough a few feet distant in the 
passage leading to the street. The 
fire had originated under the front 
stairs, where the toilet ‘paper was 
stored and where there was nothing 
kept that could cause spontaneous 
combustion. He had examined the 
electric wires and found them all 
right. 

He had known Buckborough a long 
time, and the young man had been 
an annoyance to him and every hotel- 
keeper for fifteen years. Buckborough 
was on the ‘Indian” list, but came 
into the hotel occasionally and tried 
to get liquor. He had been put out 
of the house several times and had 
been arrested. Buckborough had call- 
ed him vile names and threatened 
that he would get even with him, The 
back door of the hotel was not locked 
at night, and anyone familiar with 
the premises could get in. 

Joseph Snowden said he was work- 
ing in the livery barn the night be 
fore the fire occurred, and ran out to 
the street as soon as he heard the 
alarm. When he got to the hotel he 
saw Buckborough, to whom he said, 
“Tt looks as if the building was going 
up,” and Buekborough replied, “Let 
the go.” He and Buckborough 


were the only two persons on the 
street at the time. 
Robert Hawthorne, proprietor of 


the feed stable in connection with the 
hotel, said that while the hotel was 
burning Buckborough came to his 
barn and said he had “got even with 
that cock-eyed ee 

Thomas Erley, veterinary surgeon, 
said he had conversed with Buckbor- 
ough about Mero in the spring after 
Mero had put Buekborough out of 
his hotel, and Buckborough said he 
would get even. 

Louis Swartz. an employe of Beck- 
er’s livery, said that he slept in the 
office of the livery the night of the 


| 19th, and when he went to sleep at 


1! o'clock Buckborough was. sitting 
in a chair at the foot of the couch. 
About 5 o'clock in the morning he 
was wakened by Buckborough. who 
said, ‘‘Lou, there is a fire.” He got 
up and went to the door and then 
the bell rang. When he was up at 1 
o'clock Buckborough was. still in the 
chair and He: thought Buckborough 
could not have left the barn without 
waking him. 

Charles Crossitt said he talked to 
Buckborough the morning of the fire, 
and said to him, “This is a pretty 
bad thing,”’ and Buckborough replied, 
“T did it.” Crossitt then said, ‘You 
had better keep quiet,’ but told Chief 
Chilton what Buckborough had said. 

Cross-examination did not weaken 
Crossitt's evidence, which completed 
the crown’s case. 

W. E. Kelly, the prisoner’s 
claimed that there was no evi- 
dence that Buckborough was guilty 
and asked for his discharge, but the

Disastrous Blaze at Burk’s Falls | 
on Saturday Night. / 


Business Blocks Are In Ashes—Fire 
Originated In Drying Kiln—Spread | 
by the Wind Until Whole Town 
Was Threatened—Loss Is $150,009 | 
With Insurance Placed at $70,000 
—Church Burned. 


Burk’s Falls, June 22.—The worst 
fire in the history of Burk’s Fa)ls— 
of the worst, in point of com- 
parative size in the province—oceur- 


ty to the value of $150,000,. went vp 
in smoke. 
The insurance is about $70,000. 
The fire started in a drying kiln at 
the Knight Bros.’ Co.’s works, but 


Falls fire ‘brigade, under Chief Jones, 
and assisted by the employes, the big 
factory, saw mills, machine shops and 
lumber yards were all saved. 

Unfortunately, while the kiln was 
burning, the wind, which was blow- 
ing a terrific gale, carried flaming 
fagots over the mill and into the busi- 
ness part of the town, and in less 
than a quarter of an hour several 
buildings were in flames. 

Soon the whole town was threaten- 
ed with destruction, and women as 
well as men set to work to fight the 
flames. \Gravenhurst and Huntsville 
fire brigades were wired for, but did 
not arrive until the flames had been 
got under control, 

Every business block 
side of Ontario street, from Yonge 
street to the Salvation Army _bar- 
racks, was burned to the ground, in- 
cluding the Clifton House. 

They were all wooden structures, 
which have for many years been a 
menace to the town. 

On the west side of Ontario street 
every building from Yonge street to 
the Partridge Block, was destroyed, 
with the exception of three brick 
buildings. All of these were also 
wooden structures. 

The fire burned fiercely until well 
into the night. Yesterday hundreds 
of people havé come in to see the 
ruins, 

Too much credit cannot be given 
the firemen for their valiant efforts. 
Thanks are also due to the firernen 
from neighboring places, who came 
by special trains, bringing their ap- 
paratus with them. 

The town’s fire wagon was reduced 
to ashes.

The absence of rain for over a week 
and the gale of wind that was blow- 
ing all the time the fire was in pro- 
vress made it seem probable that the 
entire town would be wiped out. In- 
deed, it is marvelous that the town 
escaped as -well-as it did.

STRIKERS’ BRUTAL ASSAULT. 


Employes of 


Stove Works 
and Badly, Injured. 


Weston, June 22.—While T. I. Mof- 
fat, Jr., secretary of the Moffat Stove 
Co., Weston, company with six 
moulders in the employ of the firm, 
was returning home after attending 
the service in the Weston Methodist | 
church last night, they were pounced 
upon by a party of the striking 
moulders and beaten almost into in- 
sensibility Mr Moffat received a 
severe cut over the eye, and his head 
is badly bruised by being hit with | 
stones While he was lying on the 
road with blood gushing from the cut 
above his eye, one of the strikers com- 
menced pounding him with his fists 
till he was almost insensible. Every | 
one of the six moulders in his com- 
pany were badly cut about the face 
and head, and one man is so badly 
hurt that his recovery is doubtful 
The road was spattered with blood 
for several yards around. Drs. Charle- 
ton and Irwin of Weston were com- 
municated with and dressed the 
wounds of the injured men, some of 
which the doctors state are very ser- 
ious, 

The firat intimation the party of re- 
turning church ers had of trouble 
was when they were met by a shower 
of stones from both sides of the road 
while coming down Main street.

TRUSTS ARE CONDEMNED. 


Denunciation at Conference. 

London, June 22.—(C. A. P.)—At the 
Pan-Anglican conference, the Bishop 
of Yukon described his work among 
the Canadian Indians, who, he inci- 
dentally mentioned, had given most 
liberally to the thank-offering in con- 
nection with the conference. 

Judge Hannington, in the course of 
a speech in opening a discussion on 
monopolies, said it was a subject the 
church should express its opinion up- 
on in a decided manner. Monopolies 
were prejudicial to public interests 
and the best interests of the church 
and Christianity. In fact, the trusts 
were hostile to the interests of every- 
one, pressing down and impoverish- 
ing the people. It was wrong morally 
and constitutionally for any subject 
to have the monopoly or control of 
anything which was intended for the 
well-being of the people. He held that 
people who raised the price of coal 
or bread were as big monopolists as 
anyone else. The food of the poor, 
from milk upwards, was terribly 
charged for by people who talked of 
thriftlessness of the poor, but the poor 
were robbed by everyone and exploit- 
ed in every way. 

Amongst the other speakers, who 
all condemned trusts, were several 
Canadians.

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OTTAWA MEN DROWNED 


Met Death Near Port Arthur 
While Fishing in a Canoe. 


Young Soldier Also Lost—Gallant At- 
tempt at Rescue—Dr. Fare’s Sor 
of Port Colborne Was Bathing In 
Welland River — Storm Swamped 
Boat at Hamilton — Percy Young 
Drowned In Lake Erie. 


There is an unusually long list of 
vietims of tragedies occurring in this 
province in the past two days. 
Drownings have been especially num- 
erous, as the following records show: 

Port Arthur, Ont., June 21.—A dou- 
ble drowning occurred Friday in a 
narrow lake in the English river dis- 
trict, west of here. 

The victims are Albert Bertrand, 
aged 32, from Hull, and William 
Clarke, aged 27, from Ottawa, the lat- 
ter being a married man. 

In company with Lawrence Bert- 
rand, who was employed at the same 
lumber camp with them, they were 
out fishing in a canoe. Clarke stood 
up to cast the line and upset the 
canoe. 

Lawrence Bertrand swam ashore, 
but Clarke, who oould not swim, 
grasped Albert Bertrand and both 
sank, The bodies have not beén re- 
eavered, 

Drowned at Goderich. bs 

Goderich, June 22.—Private Harry 
Porter, 33rd Regiment, was drowned 
in Maitland river while in swimming 
with’ his brother, also a private. The 
brother went to the rescue and al- 
most sank himself. Porter was for- 
merly a clerk in the Sovereign Bank 
at Clinton. 

Boat Was Swamped. 

Hamilton, June 22.—James Me-
